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Valencia,  Now  Spain’s  "Spare”  Capital 

The  homeless,  the  wounded,  and  the  government,  bombarded  from  Madrid 
and  central  Spain,  took  refuge  in  Valencia  on  the  Mediterranean  coast. 
Bombardment,  news  reports  reveal,  has  finally  followed  them  there. 

Embassies  established  temporarily  at  Valencia  include  that  of  the  United 
States.  One  observer  reports  that  during  the  few  months  in  which  Valencia  has 
been  the  center  of  government,  almost  a  million  refugees  and  others  have  knocked 
on  its  gates  and  been  admitted  to  shelter. 

Fortunately  for  the  refugees,  Valencia  is  admirably  located  as  a  “relief”  capital. 
Three  miles  down  the  Turia  River  lies  a  busy  harbor  mouth  on  the  Mediterranean, 
which  makes  inland  Valencia  Spain’s  second  seaport.  On  three  sides  rise  the 
distant  ramparts  of  mountains ;  on  the  fourth  side  spreads  the  blue  sea.  More¬ 
over,  this  is  almost  the  food  capital  of  the  country,  for  it  is  a  center  of  what  has 
been  called  the  most  fertile  spot  in  Spain,  and  food  is  within  reach. 

Snow  Once  in  a  Lifetime  in  This  Sunny  South 

Even  the  climate  is  hospitable.  Rainfall  is  light,  and  snow  was  reported  only 
twice  during  the  past  century.  The  secret  of  Valencia’s  lushness  is  irrigation. 
To  this  rainless  area  the  Moors  of  the  Middle  Ages  brought  fruitfulness  and 
fruitiness — oranges,  apricots,  figs,  raisins.  They  nourished  the  land  with  silver 
veins  of  water  from  an  irrigation  network.  Grain  fields  ripen  into  dull  gold  in 
defiance  of  a  parching  sun.  A  marshy  coastal  strip  produces  some  of  the  finest 
rice  in  the  world  (see  illustration,  next  page). 

Irrigation  keeps  alive,  too,  one  of  the  rare  spectacles  within  the  city  itself,  the 
Tribunal  of  the  Waters,  an  open  air  court  held,  for  ten  centuries,  every  Thursday 
morning,  the  customary  market  day  of  the  now  exiled  Moors.  Outside  the 
Cathedral,  within  the  shadow  of  the  bell  which  gives  the  signal  for  opening  or 
closing  sluices,  gather  the  half-dozen  peasant  judges  of  this  supreme  court  of 
irrigation.  There  are  no  lawyers,  no  oaths,  no  records,  no  written  laws.  Cases 
are  stated  by  the  principals,  usually  in  the  old  Valencian  tongue.  Penalties  and 
oral  decisions  are  handed  down  immediately,  and  there  is  no  appeal. 

From  its  setting  of  green  and  gold  countryside,  Valencia  rises  as  a  white  city 
with  blue  and  gold  touches  on  its  numerous  church  towers  and  domes.  Distinctive 
coloring  comes  from  the  asulejos,  the  blue  tiles  which  adorn  everything  from  church 
domes  to  roofs  of  the  carnation  booths  in  the  flower  market.  Faded  awnings 
give  mellow  color  and  shade  to  the  balconies  on  virtually  every  house,  and  to 
the  open  bazaarlike  shop  fronts. 

Temple,  Mosque,  and  Cathedral  on  Same  Site  Show  Course  of  History 

Shopping  in  Valencia  leads  to  whole  streets  of  small  stores,  each  draping  its 
front  with  an  oriental  profusion  of  shawls,  mantillas,  lengths  of  locally  woven 
linens  and  silks.  Fans,  a  medieval  elegance  still  decorating  modern  costumes,  are 
a  local  specialty.  All  business,  however,  stops  for  the  midday  siesta;  this  unusual 
period  of  quiet  in  bright  daylight  gives  Valencia  a  dreamlike  quality. 

Either  the  color  or  the  dream  has  nourished  in  the  city  a  famous  art  group, 
illustrious  in  the  Renaissance  and  augmented  by  the  late  Sorolla,  a  native  son  who 
showed  the  world  that  shadows  in  Valencian  sunlight  could  be  purple  or  crimson 
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Is  the  Handshake  Vanishing? 

IS  THE  handshake  to  become  extinct?  According  to  news  reports  doctors  are 
frowning  upon  it  as  a  germ-spreader  and  promoter  of  epidemics  of  colds,  and 
certain  European  nations  are  banning  it  in  favor  of  salutes. 

Substitutes  for  the  handshake  are  already  in  use  by  a  sizable  portion  of  the 
earth’s  population.  Inhabitants  of  bleak  Tierra  del  Fuego  welcome  the  rare 
strangers  who  come  there  with  a  bear-hug  and  a  back-patting,  meanwhile  jump¬ 
ing  up  and  down.  An  African  west  coast  negro,  on  greeting  a  friend,  may  fling 
himself  to  his  knees  and  kiss  the  ground  three  times.  Frenchmen  kiss  each 
other  on  both  cheeks.  Israelites  of  old  bowed  themselves  to  the  ground  seven 
times. 

Andaman  Islanders  blow  into  one  another’s  hands  with  a  cooing  sound. 
Indians  on  the  Gulf  of  Mexico  blow  into  each  other’s  ears.  Africans  of  the  French 
colony  of  Dahomey  twist  their  finger  knuckles  until  they  emit  a  loud  crack. 
Eskimos  rub  noses.  They  are  bewildered  when  they  see  a  handclasp,  assuming  it 
to  signify  that  when  your  right  hand  grows  tired  your  friends  help  you  hold  it. 

Chinese  Shakes  His  Own  Hands 

Yet  handshaking  in  many  forms  is  an  old  and  honorable  custom.  To  join 
hands  in  antiquity  was  equivalent  to  signing  a  peace  treaty,  with  the  advantage 
that  it  left  no  scraps  of  paper  to  be  torn  up. 

Early  Greeks  respected  the  right  hand  of  fellowship,  now  preserved  in  many 
religious  and  fraternal  organizations.  A  handclasp  is  introduced  into  the  mar¬ 
riage  ceremony  among  the  Hindus  and  sometimes  among  Christians.  Always, 
however,  it  precedes  a  prize  fight.  A  Chinese,  to  show  how  pleased  he  is  to  en¬ 
counter  you,  shakes  his  own  hands.  In  the  Banks  Islands  of  the  Pacific,  a  man 
hooks  the  middle  finger  of  his  right  hand  with  yours  and  pulls  it  away  with  a  crack. 

The  strange  white  Ainu  people  of  Japan  make  you  welcome  by  rubbing  their 
own  palms  together  and  stroking  their  beards.  A  Mohammedan,  according  to 
ancient  custom,  may  shake  hands  with  you  with  thumbs  up,  then  touch  his  breast, 
forehead,  and  lips  with  his  hand  to  signify  that  you  are  cherished  in  his  heart 
and  thoughts  and  are  entitled  to  a  bit  of  osculation. 

The  military  salute  is  said  to  have  originated,  like  the  handshake,  as  a  formal 
declaration  of  one’s  innocence  of  any  hostile  intention.  Whether  vertical  or  hori¬ 
zontal,  whether  just  two  fingers  or  a  whole  handful,  the  salute  is  a  baring  of  the 
weapon  hand  to  show  that  no  spears,  javelins,  daggers,  pistols,  or  machine  guns 
are  concealed  therein. 

Tipping  Hat  Is  Sign  of  Trust 

Uncovering  the  head  is  another  way  to  show  that  one  is  friendly  and  among 
friends,  and  not  afraid  of  getting  one’s  skull  cracked.  Medieval  armored  knights 
lowered  their  visors  to  leave  their  faces  unprotected  while  with  their  colleagues,  or 
even  removed  all  hardware  from  their  heads.  Several  centuries  later,  young  gal¬ 
lants  elevated  “uncovering”  to  the  status  of  a  flourishing  sport,  when  doffing 
ornate  hats  with  much  plume  waving,  ribbon  fluttering,  and  bowing  from  the 
waist.  More  or  less  grudging  reference  is  made  to  that  elegant  gesture  by  the 
current  manly  practice  of  touching  a  forefinger  in  gingerly  fashion  to  the  hat  brim 
by  way  of  salutation,  or  the  custom  of  “tipping”  the  hat  entirely  off  the  head. 
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instead  of  the  usual  black.  Examples  of  local  painting  contribute  to  making  the 
Provincial  Museum  almost  as  famous  as  the  Prado  in  Madrid. 

Chief  landmark  is  the  old  cathedral,  once  a  Moorish  mosque  built  on  tbe 
site  of  an  ancient  Roman  temple  to  Diana.  Ornate  with  alabastar,  jasper,  pink 
marble,  and  bronze,  its  beauty  suffered  in  a  fire  started  when  a  ceremonial  pigeon 
became  frightened  at  its  burden  of  burning  cotton.  Treasures  include  such  ancient 
trophies  as  the  armor  of  James  I  of  Aragon,  who  snatched  the  city  from  the 
Moors ;  a  chain  once  hung  across  the  harbor  of  Marseilles ;  and  a  jewelled  chalice 
of  agate  and  gold,  the  Spanish  version  of  the  Holy  Grail. 

City  of  the  Cid  Had  First  Spanish  Printing  Press 

The  Middle  Ages  survive  in  other  structures  (see  illustration,  page  2),  but 
enlightenment  has,  too,  a  monument  in  Valencia:  a  simple  tablet  on  a  house  in 
the  Calle  del  Portal  Valldigna  marks  the  location  of  the  first  printing  press  in 
Spain,  and  the  University  Library  preserves  a  copy  of  Les  Trobes,  first  book 
printed  there,  in  1474. 

Perhaps  the  most  famous  legend  of  Valencia  is  that  of  the  Cid,  valiant  hero 
who  held  the  city  against  the  Moors  until  his  death,  and  of  his  widow  who  led 
the  defense  two  years  longer.

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VALENCIA  PROVES  THAT  NOT  ALL  THE  RICE  IS  GROWN  IN  CHINA 


The  favorite  food  of  touthem  China  makes  southern  Spain  turn  green — with  rice,  not  with 
envy.  Rice  paddies  for  miles  around  Valencia  are  flooded  from  silver  threads  of  irrigation  chan¬ 
nels,  then  turn  a  yellowish  green  as  the  rice  shoots  up  and  ripens.  The  thatched  cabins,^or 
barracat,  inspired  a  native  Valencian’s  vivid  novel — “La  Barraca,”  which  Vicente  Blasco  Ibanez 
wrote  before  he  gained  wider  fame  with  “The  Four  Horsemen  of  the  Apocalypse.”  The  Moors 
developed  this  irrigation  system,  and  established  also  the  unwritten  law  which  governs  it:  irriga¬ 
tion  sluices  to  be  opened  or  closed  at  a  bell  signal  from  the  city;  any  offenders  to  be  tried  before 
a  Valencian  court,  the  Tribunal  of  the  Waters. 


Such  uncovering  out  of  respect,  which  originally  meant  disarming  before 
friends  or  superiors,  led  Tahitians  to  strip  themselves  to  the  waist  in  the  presence 
of  their  king.  The  same  impulse  which  prompts  a  westerner  to  remove  his  hat 
leads  Orientals  to  remove  their  shoes,  and  off  come  sandals  or  slippers  upon  enter¬ 
ing  homes  and  public  buildings. 

Sniffing  or  Nose-rubbing  as  Greeting 

It  is  among  men  that  the  majority  of  set  greetings  have  been  prescribed,  since 
centuries  of  confinement  to  the  home  delayed  a  code  for  women.  Their  usual 
greeting  has  been  the  kiss.  That  custom  was  particularly  popular  between  men  of 
the  ancient  Persians,  Biblical  Jews,  and  early  Christians.  It  is  still  to  be  observed 
when  Greek  meets  Greek,  or  Latin  meets  Latin. 

In  Samoa  a  kiss  is  a  sniff.  Sniffing  is  said  to  have  created  the  practice  of  rub¬ 
bing  noses  among  the  Polynesians,  Malays,  and  Eskimos.  Among  the  Lapps, 
nose-rubbing  has  been  discarded  since  contact  with  civilization,  and  now  two  men 
greet  by  placing  one  hand  on  the  other’s  shoulder  in  a  half-hug.  Missionaries 
have  sponsored  the  handshake  as  a  substitute  for  such  native  salutations  as  crouch¬ 
ing  and  weeping ;  motion  pictures  are  said  to  be  doing  similar  missionary  work  for 
the  practice  of  kissing.

WHEN  GOOD  FELLOWS  GET  TOGETHER,  A  HANDSHAKE  ENSUES 

The  handshake,  now  neglected  by  some  European  nations,  is  a  salutation  very  much  in 
use  among  the  Mossi  natives  in  French  West  Africa.  They  accompany  their  handclasp  greeting 
with  a  ceremony  of  flopping  on  the  ground  and  beating  their  forearms  thrice  against  the  earth. 
The  younger  one  may  bow  his  forehead  to  the  dust.  Bowing  exists  in  a  hasty  version  in  the 
modern  friendly  nod.  Instead  of  the  deep  bow,  an  Egyptian  greeting  substitutes  breathing  on 
the  ground.  Arabians  bow  symbolically  by  touching  a  finger  to  the  ground,  then  putting  it 
to  lips  or  forehead.

Chimhorazo’s  human  neighbors  are  mostly  Indians,  some  of  whom  are  descend¬ 
ants  of  the  Incas,  and  Spaniards.  The  Indian  farmers  are  apparently  contented 
in  their  adobe  thatched-roofed  houses,  surrounded  by  patches  of  cabbages  and 
potatoes  or  small  orchards  and  grain  fields;  they  have  changed  little  since  Spanish 
conquistadores  toiled  up  and  down  the  flank  of  South  America  on  gold-hunting 
expeditions.  Descendants  of  Spanish  settlers  there  prefer  stucco  houses  topped 
with  red  tiles. 

The  Indians  and  Spaniards  are  a  hospitable  people,  but  not  many  miles  to  the 
east  of  the  Andes  are  jungles  where  the  native  Jivaros  still  are  proud  of  their  art 
in  shrinking  human  heads  to  the  size  of  an  orange  with  hair  and  skin  intact.  With 
a  blow  gun  charged  with  a  poison  arrow,  the  Jivaro  has  been  known  to  kill  the 
husband  of  a  woman  he  wants  for  his  wife,  and  to  treasure  the  victim’s  head  after 
it  has  gone  through  the  shrinking  process.
